THREE DUBIIH ANARCHISTS JAILED 


On loth July three anarchists were jail¬ 
ed by the Special Criminal Court In Dublin 
after being tried by three judges sitting 
without □ jury, 

&ob Cull en was sentenced to 7 years 
imprisonment after being charged with 
"armed robbery, possession of firearms and 
explosive substances, causing an explosion 
and maliciously setting fire to property,” 

Des Keane was sentenced to 5 yeor^ Im- 
prlsonment after being charged with "con¬ 
spiring to cause explosions." 

Columbg Longmore was sentenced to 4 
years Imprisonment after being charged 
with "receiving £ t,500 knowing it to 
have been stolen, and possession of fire- 


Morie Murray received o 2 year suspend- 
ed sentence ofter being charged with "re¬ 
ceiving £ 500 knowing it to have been 
stolen", 

Noel Murray jumped bail and Is being

rlsh police. 


Eddie Jones was acquitted on a charge 
of "conspiring to cause explosions". 

The charges related to ottacks on the 
Spa nish Institute and the offices of various 
finance houses in Dublin last March, and 
the armed robbery of Contract Cleaners 
and Allied Irish Banks, After pleading guil¬ 
ty, Bob Cullen stated in court that there 
had been no Intentlorv to cause Injury to 
anyone and. Indeed, the prosecution all¬ 
eged no injury other than to property, 

Desmond Keone and Eddie Jones pleaded 
not guilty. However, Marie Murray, Bob 
Cullen and Colombo Longmore decided to 


plead guilty becouse the Speciol Criminal 
Court, without a jury, afforded no opport¬ 
unity for turning the proceedings into a 
political platform. Indeed, any such state¬ 
ments from the dock would have ensured 
even longer sentences and would have been 
misrepresented by the press which revealed 
Its prejudice in Ih coverage of the trial, 
One heodline In the Irish Press referred to 
"'anarchists* in Dublin" - with inverted 
commas to show Its Incredulity! (The label 
"anarchist" Is frequently used In reference 
to the IRA), The Irish Press also made much 
of the fact that the Stocks hod been made 
by way of "fetter-bombs" although they hod 
been delivered In person by Bob Cullen and 
although on explosives expert had testified 
that they were only "very basic incendiary 
devices". 

Writing after the trial Bob Cullen appe- 
ors in remarkably good spirits and he refuses 
to have his revolutionary hopes crushed by 
the State, He expresses his own gratitude 
ond that of his comrades for the solidarity 
which has been shown by comrades in Eng¬ 
land in the last few months. He finishes his 
I etter with these sentiments: 

"KEEP UP THE STRUGGLEl EVERY RE¬ 
VOLUTIONARY ACTION ON YOUR PART 
MAKES OUR TRIBUUTiONS EASIER TO 
BEAR,"

THE MAKHNO MOVEMENT was a pea- 
sanf-based InsuirecHon onginating, <md 
lorgeiy active irv, the S + E, Ukraine^ org* 
anised and led by tbe anarcho-communist 
Nestor Makhno (1889-1934), The move¬ 
ment wos Hnged with onorchism, and this 
was fostered by the anarchists who came 
from outside to help Makhno from time to 
time. The book is mostly concerned with 
the military history of the areo in those 
years* 

Our comrades in Detroit and Chicago 
have done a considerable service to liber- 
tarions, historians ond interested general 
readers In translating this prime source on 
the Mokhnovist movement into English* For 
many years the book, first published In 
Russion In the eorly 19205, has been unav- 
aiioble outside the specIoJlst libraries. 
Now, at lost, over 50 years later, It can 
be read In English. 

The translotors hove acquitted themselves 
well. Certainiy, there are some points 
□bout the tronslation which the reviewer 
disogrees with, but these ore of o relative¬ 
ly minor nature which need not detain the 
non-Russian speoking reader. Technically, 
the book hos a pteosTng oppeoronce: the 
photo on p,232 is blurred because blown- 
up From o much smaller original In Maxi¬ 
mov's "The Guillotine at Work". There Is 
one unexplained omission In the appendix; 
beside the eleven prod amotions which ap- 
peor here, the Fedeli archive also contains 
0 copy of Number 43 of the Irregular Mok¬ 
hnovist paper "The Rood to Freedom", A 
tronslation of this could well hove been in¬ 
cluded, The reader would also be well od- 
vised to hove handy o mop of European 
Russia, ideally with pre-1914 boundaries. 
This would give some Idea of^cole and 
could be used in conjunction with Arshin¬ 
ov's own rather sketchy map. 

It Is fo be regretted that the publisher's 
Foreword is so short, but this Is understand¬ 
able* Volin's preface Is quite lengthy, 
and it may hove been thought that another 
preface would unbalance the book. How¬ 
ever, the result is o rather serious omiss¬ 
ion which could easily hove been rectifi¬ 
ed* The omission Is to foil to point to the 
polemical , and sometimes uncritical nat¬ 
ure of the book. As Arshinov himself said 
in 1921, "It was still altogether possible 
to rescue the Russian Revolution in 1919 
ond 1920, This Is still possible today. 

What can save it is the revolutionary spir¬ 
it of the masses, the self-<3otIvity of the 
workers'and peasants' orgonisatlons, their 
Independence in thought and action, ,* 
Statists lie when they state that the masses 
,, .are great and heroic only when they en¬ 
gage in destruction, and that in creative 
work they are Inert and vulgar", (p,259- 
260), 


^ In sTmllor vein Arshinov attacks Bolshev¬ 
ism which he regarded os a fourth estate, 
led by "handpicked groups of Intellectual 
democrats" (p.73), allied with, for the 
soke of appearances, "the so-called 'con¬ 
scious workers', namely those who uncrit¬ 
ically accept the principles of Marxism 
and the socialist movement of the intellT- 
gentsTa", (p,74). The mushrooming red 
tape, miiltory ond civilian, of the Civil 
War, Arshinov called the "new bourgeoi¬ 
sie", (p.75). He does not proceed to the 
logical end of this argument - anti-intel¬ 
lectual Ism, but he does point in th is di¬ 
rection (cf* p,242-3), os Makhno himself 
did In his memoirs, 

A^ we would e^q^ect, Arshinov olso at¬ 
tacks the Nationalists and the White re¬ 
gimes of Skoropadskl, Denikin, and Vran¬ 
gel, but not in the depth of his antJ-Bol- 
shevlsm. This compounds the basic distor¬ 
tion, which is reinforced by Volin In hlit 
preface; "If the Mokhnovschjna., *hod Its 
low points, its errors. Its deviations. Its 
negative aspects, they were. In the auth¬ 
or's view, so trifling and ummporfant In 
relation to the greot positive essence of 
the movement that It is not worth speak¬ 
ing of them seriously", (p*20}* This Is not 
the decloratidn of partiality which should 
be expected of every historian, but Its wil¬ 
ful encouragement. True, Arshinov does 
say that the "present work may olso suffer 
from the fact- that the negative aspects of 
the movement were not sufficiently exam¬ 
ined " (p,252}, but by the time that the 
^ reader reaches this point near the end of 
the book, he moy well hove been led to a 
d i fferent co nc I uslon, 

It Is so easy to romaOHelse theoustond- 
ing miiltory figures of the post: among an¬ 
archists Durrutl stands out along with Mak- 
* hno in this regard. It is all the more nec¬ 
essary therefore to examine rigorously 
their hTstorical ond Ideological credenti¬ 
als, How jnany readers know what sort of 
anarchist Makhno wos? How far is his 
story fact, and how far fiction? What of 
accusations of anti-SemiHsm against him ■ 
and his movement? (On this latter fxaint 
it can be stated that Makhno was no onti- 
Semlte, but severely punished any anti- 
Semitic acts among the insurgents). Such ‘ 
questions can never be completely onswet^ 
ed, but they need tockl ing ot a much 
greeter depth than that aH-empted by Ar¬ 
shinov. The same criticism, to a slightly 
lesser extent, con be levelled at Volin's 
own work, "La Revolution Inconnue", 

Bearing this serious reservation in mind, 
the welcome given to the oppeoronce of 
the book at the start of the review must be 
emphasised* The work itself contains a 
wealth of historical detail, including 
documentary material, some of which Is 
not available elsewhere. At the present 
time, there Is no other work in Enqilsh,

COMMNIONS OF THE LEFT HAND 


THE WORKING CLASS , by Christopher Wright. (Batsford. £ 1.30) 
USEFUL TOIL, edit&d by John Burnett, (Alien Lane, £ 2.50) 

THE WORKHOUSE, by Norman Longmate. (Temple Smith, £ 4.00) 

AND THE BANK manager and the barrister and the high-priced 
brain surgeon smile and say “but I am of the working class” and the 
Hiltonbound millionaire pushes aside his caviare crying that there 
are no longer any rich and the count!ng-E>ouse clerk lapping the 
intellectual spew from the Doily Mail wishes to believe that with 
the mythology pf £ 50 a week toke home pay his brute companions 
in the human comedy are the rK>uveoux riches and *there are no 
working class'. Yet we did exist and we do exist and the books 
about the lives and roles of the working class continue to fill the 
booksellers' lists. It could be dismissed as a middle class guilt 
complex or the liberal belief that a social evil is no more and that 
all that is needed is a few tidy reforms on the way to the bank and 
the polling booth but we exist whenever a major strike takes place, 
whenever a government denied milk to schoolchildren and whenever 
the political educationalists demand that a certain strata of the 
children of our society should once more be denied on access to 
educotion after the age of 15 years. In our complex society of 
interweaving functions it is understandable that at ten in the mom- 
ir>g the student, the art gallery director, the typist ond the manage¬ 
rial corps should believe that in their common fight for transport 
they share a common role and a common wage with the clerk and 
the bus conductor. But the gulf between classes is still as rigid os 
in the Victorion period ond the lack of knowledge and understarvding 
is even greater, for the rags have given way to the moss produced 
clothirvg wherein the middle aged of all classes ape a common con- 
servotive cut and the young from Winchester to Whitechapel parade 
in the working class industrial overall of the I930's. Therefore let 
us define the working class. And there is no easier way than ac¬ 
cepting the semantics of history and allowing the barrister and the 
brain surgeon to keep the title of 'working class' and dropping one 
degree lower in the social scale and seeing who will Follow the 
class role of the lumpenproletariot. We have been defined as the 
great unwashed, the many headed and various other terms that the 
middle class and the ultra wealthy seem hesitant to adopt, so why 
not accept our true place within their society. Many a sad¬ 
eyed intellectual from Orwell and points west have attempted to 
seek out the elusive millions of working class and only discovered 
the pathetic dross of their society — and the great romotic myth of 
the left wing intellectual, the noble savage, all dropped aitches , 
beer gut and pristine moral purity, is as elusive as a Guinness 
version of the Holy Grail. Yet let any seeker after social truth 
walk the streets of a drear northern industrial town at five on a 
November morning and they will meet the working class ar>d no 
other, for the grey shapes moving through the dark mornings of the 
west are the labouring classes, faceless in their universal company, 
trudging to clean the offices, open the factory gates ond switch on 
the paver plants; and at seven in their millions the working class 
will make their woy to these factories to begin the long day and 
there ore no barristers or brain surgeons among them arxl the 
directors of the great State galleries and the members of the Boards 
Jof Directors are still loying in their beds waiting for the maid to 
bring them their Times , their tea and the Doily Mirror , so be it. 

Christopher Wright in his book THE WORKING CLASS offers a 
good and solid piece of minor research. He carries no banner and 
merely records, and his book with its list of books for further read¬ 
ing suggests that the value of this book lies with the student rother 
than the man with a conscience, though ot the tail end of Chapter 
Nine he states that “The long history of working class suffering has 
left its scars on a generation which knows little through personal 
experience of past humiliations but has inherited a bloody-minded¬ 
ness and a refusal to cooperate which persists, despite lack of con¬ 
temporary justification ar>d which lies at the root of so many iiSdust- 
rial disputes", and may I suggest that this is a virtue not a vice. 
Professor John Burnett's autobiography of working people from the 
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1820*s to the I920*s USEFUL TOIL consists of 27 contributors who 
range from the labouring class to the skilled worker. Burnett is 
to be congratulated on publishing these unkryjwn writings and they 
range from the pompous declamations of a butler to an account of 
' L/cy Luck who worked a 12-hour shift in the silk mills for 2s. 6d a 
week. The point has been mode that there wos no conscious rebel¬ 
lion against the owful conditions of the time but only resentment, 
but I would hold that when a worker is being interviewed they, be 
they adult or child, do rxjt indulge Jn a revoluitonary dialogue and 
you cannot struggle for a change in your society unless you have so 
some idea of what form that society will take. All else is revolt 
and the history of the working class is one of brave, noble and 
heartbreaking rebellions against a prison within a prison. 

It is Norman Longmate's well researched survey of the Workhouse 
system that should find a permanent place on every liberal's book¬ 
shelf. The history of the British workhouse system is one of pure 
horror and Longmate produces the facts and gives the figures from 
the scandal of the Andover Workhouse to that of all those middle 
class Boards of Guardions forever whining at the expense of keeping 
the dispossessed from storvation. The workhouse replaced the old 
system of outdoor relief and this humane system of humane system 
of small charities was too much for an entrenched middle class to 
accept and all over the country they raised these prisons for the 
working class who were unable to fend for themselves because of 
age, sickness or national economic reasons. The workhouse is to¬ 
day regarded as something of a sick joke and each Christmas some¬ 
one will belch out that '*lt was Christmas Day in the Workhouse" 
but olter the title to German Concentration Camp, Russian Slave 
Labour Comp or American Chain Gang, and it is ix) longer amusing 
and it was not amusing for the thousonds of men, women and child¬ 
ren who wasted their lives in these awful places. Longmate is 
correct in his conclusions that “the human suffering is too high a 
price to poy for tidy administration" and " that it is b/etter for a 
dozen spongers to grow fat than for one deserving applicant to be 
turned away". So spoke Christ. 

There were two ways for the establishment of that time to deal 
with a social problem not of the victims' making, one was a sum 
of money to clothe, feed and house them ond the other that all 
bureaucrats love, and that is to build a building and segregate 
your social ills from sight. This they chose as they always will 
ond generations of people yea even up to my own lifetime lived in 
fear and horror of the Workhouse. Reformers and people of com¬ 
passion fought against these and other evils as they always will 
and must, but it was only when the working class fhrough their in¬ 
dustrial organisations and local councils began to manage their 
own lives that genuine reforms took place. It can be argued,and 
rightly, that the working class did these things for the motive of 
pure self interest for in the end we must accept the rewards or pun¬ 
ishments of our own actions, therefore tend the sick, house the 
Ex>meless and care for the aged for they mark our path to the grave. 
We of the arxirchist movement can claim to see much of what has 
been advocated by our minority now accepted as part of the social 
fabric. The old, in certain areas, are housed in rooms of their 
own choiae within the community. The insane within Broadmoor 
are now to be tronsfenred to wards within the general hospitals. 

On a local level one hears that the school for the mentally retard¬ 
ed children is to be closed and the children incorporated within 
the local primary school to save them from the stigma of having to 
say in later life that they went to the 'barmy school'. Good and 
worthwhile reforms, and are they rx>t worth the fighting for. By 
all means let us spell out the new utopia but always remember that 
our struggle is also of the doy. We live within a society tfiat 
daily performs many evil things, and it is done because men ore 
greedy and frightened and their tragedy and our tragedy is that 
they wield authority and control the physical force to implement 
that authority. And while we must struggle and propagate to 
change that way of life we must enver allow ourselves to fall into 
the role of intellectual pharisees fearing to ploy the Samaritan to 
the daily suffering for fear of history's tired and biased pen.

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THE LISBON PICNIC pah 
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AT THH start of each year, {ours organised from Lisbon to see 
the almond-blossoms of the south, which cover the countryside like 
snow* Legend has it that o /Vloonsh prince, married to a Swedish prin¬ 
cess who pined for her northern snows, plonted the Algarve with al¬ 
monds to make her feel ot home. At any rate, this was the feudal 
romontic myth behind on otd Portuguese tiaditian that played a vita] 
role in the planning of the coup which took ploce on April 25th> 

The Army captains were being closely watched, os a matter of rout¬ 
ine, by the secret police — the OGS — and were suffering the usual 
harmssments of mall-interceptiori and telephone-tapping. Trips, 
however, were organised when whole families departed from the cop- 
itai for a day of sight-seeing, developing Info hamper picnics once 
the sun hod become hot in the second quarter of the year, at which 
other families were Invited - being the famifies of other Coptains, of 
course. All the planning for the militory take-over was conducted 
with a background of olmond trees, beating sunshine, and children 
ploying on the hills. This strategy completely foiled the DGS, 

General Splnola, whose book on the Portuguese African colonies 
hod raised such an outcry, ployed no port in the April coup, although 
he was approached and Invited to* This was understandable, since an 
eorlier attempt to overthrow the regime had foiled. No senior officers 
were Involved, mainly becuase seniority and promotion within the 
armed forces implied at the very least, tacit acceptance for the exist- 
ing regime . To the Coptains feil not only the Utsk of planning the 
whole operation, but also the for more difficult task of persuading 
their troops to [oin them* 

Early in the morning of April 25th, the popular radio stotion (equT- 
volent to our Radio 1) pfayed o record of the song which hod been 
Portugal's entry for the Eurovision Song Contest, This wos the "stand¬ 
by" signal to the coup f Tces, Shortly afterwards, the station played 
one porticuior revolutionary march: this was the signal - "Go!" 

The onti-foscist forces descended upon and swept through Lisbon as 
the workers were oirivlng on the ferries from the south side of the 
river - the Presideritial palace ond major Ministries are situated on 
the waterfront, neor the ferry landing stage* A rush-hour situation 
added a hopeless complication to o tense military situation, as loyoj 
troops advonced towards the Ministries only to see their path blocked 
by hundreds of workers streaming Into the copital, The Major in 
chorge of these forces could only hove opened fire with the certainty 
of inflicting huge casualties on the civilian workers, and this he was 
not prepared to do. He chose to leave his troops, push through the 
crowd and present himself before the officer \n charge of the besieg¬ 
ing troops, *'| cannot fire for the people in the way, and I cannot 
return to command my troops because I on not fit to lead", he Is re¬ 
ported to have said, adding, "shoot me". The "rebel" officer's re¬ 
ply was an IndiFerent shrug of the shoulders ond on Invitation - 
"Why don't you come and join us, then?" Which, after a moment's 
hesitation, wos what happened* Workers on incoming ferries were 
thereofter tofd not to disernbark but to return home and await devef- 
opments* 

The “rebel" control of one rodio station proved to be invaluable 
the operotion. Nat only was it possible to use the medium - 
thonks to on ont-fosclst staff - to signal the commencement of the 
operation, but with o sympathetic medium transmitting contlnuolfy, 
the rest of the country was manipuloted by "remote control", and It 
was only in Lisbon and Oporto thot military operations took place. 

The popular radio station played the day^s moment-to-moment events 
as c suspense drama* When the troops were on the move, the radio 
broodcast short newsflashes and "statements from the junta" chiefly 
asking everyone to remain indoors* Ail other stations and TV were 
off the air by this time - more o matter of expediency than anything 
else, although jamming did occur for a time, Becouse of the count¬ 
ry's widely dispersed ond Isolated population, together with the poor 
communications set-up generally (at the early stages of the coup Its 
political affinity was not announced) most people did in fact stay in¬ 
doors: more out of curiosity than fear, and they were kept rri suspense 
until the operation wos at on end* 
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The national TV station started up ogain foirly quickiy after the 
coup* A remarkable film was shot by the technlcions, loter shown on 
TV itself, of the anti-fascist troops, with the Tnevitable Captain at 
their head, driving into the TV station grounds with amioured cors. 

The Captain stood In front of his hardware and announced thot there 
hod been a coup; that there was no Intention of interfering with the 
controf of programmes, and that the producers and broodcosters could 
beam out what they wished; thot a few troops would remain to protect 
the station against attack by any isolated pro-Coetano group, and 
thot he would now be leaving* Cheering men and women leaned out 
of windows as the convoy pulled out, 

Portuguese nationol radio - government-controlled - was off the air 
the longest - twenty-four hours* This station was heovlly purged as 
regards staff, but one older broadcaster who had broadcast to Portugal 
from London during the 1939-45 wor is still there. 

Many familiar foces disappeared from the television screens* in all 
cases, appointments hove been terminated, and no further steps have 
been token. 

The only deportment to be immediately closed down and Its employ¬ 
ees hounded and rounded up was the hated DGS, end the only deaths 
incurred by the coup were in dealing with DGS resistance. With the 
DGS heodquorters surrounded, a car load of the secret service men 
decided to make a run for It,and came bursting out into the Lisbon 
streets firing as they went* One civilian watching the proceedings 
was shot, ond the OGS men in the car were killed when coup Forces 
returned their fire. 

Since the DGS, apart From their Internal policing activities, were 
additionally responsible for immigration, a large number of DGS men, 
posted at border roads, effected their escape, AH DGS personnel 
were removed from Immigration postings, however, and the responsi¬ 
bility for immigration control passed to the Gordo Ftccal - roughly 
the equlvolent of the 18th-century British excisemen. This body of 
mlldmonnered ordinary men, the butt of many Portuguese jokes re 
liliteracy ond $o on, have nevertheless adpoted to their new duties 
sufficiently well For the Incoming tourist to feel welcome ond at home. 

The OGS, while besieged, destroyed their informer Flies, but poy- 
ment accounts were later discovered, each Informant designated a 
code nome* A number of orrests hove been mode, (focTiTties for those 
arrested include a lawyer of their choice and on absence of torture) 
but by and large the informer network remains latent but intact * One 
informer who was arrested wos the head of the Christian Democratic 
Party - he is riow in prison owoitlng trioL "informer-nomlng'' 
become a favourite pastime for several weeks, leading to indignant 
members of the populotion, perhaps hated for very sound reasons but 
which did not Include being a paid Informer, printing declaiming 
onnouncements In the national press* The Portuguese sense of humour 
developed this syndrome into toe world of advertisements - "Hove you 
seen these men?" - who ore In Fact electric-cooker insfallatiori men 
and toe like* 

Before the coup there was a rumour circulating - never proved - 
thot a mutual defence pact existed between the armies of Portugal-ond 
Spain, or rather, their governments. Because on April 25th, however, 
the coup had been effected by the Portuguese Arniy, there was llttfe 
fear of Spanish forces invading Portuguese territory in defence of the 
Coetono regime* The Portuguese army, becouse oF its colonial wars, 
wos in a permanent state of readiness, which the Spanish army is not, 
and the Spanish forces ore cddltlonoHy inferior regarding spirit, num¬ 
erical strength and annaments* If they hod moved In, it would in all 
probtiillity have led to a retreat which might hove become the touch- 
paper for O similor shift of power In their homeland. 

Once the military objectives had been achieved. It only remained 
for General Spino/a to moke his triumphant entry os the figurehead of 
the new regime, and for the Army Coptains - BO per cent* of whom 
figured In the coup In some way - to return to their army duties, with 
one of their number Initially made a member of the junto that nomin¬ 
ally ruled the country for just overo week until the fonnetion of the 
First provisional Government, .

Oh"^ the contrary, I believe that what 
happened In Red Lion Square wos expected 
by all of us, although we hoped that it 
wouldn't happen. This Is what is so frighten¬ 
ing about being an Arx^rchist In the 197D's; 

□II those things that we said would happen,

j would, however, like fro attempt on on- 
swer to the questions raised by David in his 
leffer^ 

1) Anarchists do, by ond large, accept the 
right of self-defence. However, hos our com¬ 
rade ever considered thot the very existence 
of the Special Patrol Group is on act oF og- 
gression in Itself? Does this make the police 
violence self-defence or o counter-ottock? 

As regords our feelings about o Fatal attack 
by the police on the Natlonol Front, I can 
only soy that personolly L'would not have 
been so upset about o deod fascist os [ wos 
about Kevin Gafrely. Rightly or wrorjgly I 
am not one of those unique personal I ties who 
con feel equal compossion for a fallen com¬ 
rade and o Follen enemy. The outcome of 
such an attack would have been, most inter¬ 
esting indeed. As I said before, the Left 
expects to be attacked by the pol ice, the 
N.F. doesn't. It might prove most educotive 
for them, 

2) I would Imagine thot the number of de- 
monstrofors eager to get at the pol ice was 
fairly evenly motched by the number of po¬ 
licemen eager to get ot the demonstrators. 
Nevertheless, does a tactical withdrawal of 
Foot police to allow a mounted police charge 
smack of amgry retaliation In self defence? 

3) A purich~up between the Left and the 
tl.F* moy not fight racjolism, but it con de¬ 
press the racialists. I imagine that Mosley's 
blackshirts didn't strut so proudly offer Cable 
Street. 

4) 1 fail to see the point of mentioning 
"scruffy, hairy students" unless Dovid is sug¬ 
gesting that smart and short-haired students 
would have mode more impact In the fight 
ogoinst racism. This moy well be the view of 
o lorge proportion of the population, but 
that is little iustlflcation. A^ny people see 


homosexuals as llmp-wristed perverts, but 
surely this shouldn't prevent them from voic¬ 
ing their right to freedom In the street* 

5) 1 was not ot Red Lion Square so 1 don't 
know the proportion of "black faces" present* 
There wer certainly o number of blacks on 
the Kevin Gofely memorial march, but 1 am 
not sure what this proportion Is supposed to 
indicate. One thing Is certain - the Immig¬ 
rant population of this country has enough 
trouble with the police while going obout 
their everydoy business, without directly ex¬ 
posing themselves in o demonstration, A more 
Important question is, "Where were the trade 
unionists on this march?" 

Wnlle agreeing with Bob Potter In much of 
what he says, I find his comments regarding 
the struggle of libertorianism versus outhor- 
itarlonism In the battle "for the mind" Just a 
little noive. The difference between the Im¬ 
pact of these opposing orguments is that I ib^ 
eiiorlon ideas are propagated in a handful of 
smolf-circufatron newspapers while authorit¬ 
arian views are propagated twenty-four hours 
a day by the media, the schools ond the in¬ 
herent structure of our society. In full oware- 
ness of the accusations to which I open my¬ 
self, I do state that the general public ore In 
an Intellectoally weak position when receiv¬ 
ing any kind of propoganda. If people ore 
stupid and gullible (Sob's words) enough to 
accept capitalist exploitation, censorship, 
pollution, etc., then they ore certainly stu¬ 
pid and gullible erx>ugh to occept racialism. 
Please understood though that the answer 
does not lie In banning Fascist speakers, but 
in hard gross roots education and access to 
the moss medio for libertarian ideas. 

The ottempts to ban fascist speokers and 
beat up the N*F. ore the direct result of 
fighting the battle for the mind with one arm 
tied behind our bocks* f remain convinced 
thot given the moss medio libertarian Ideas 
would permeote our whole social structure.

The Important thing 
to remember is that the mass media are not

BAKUNIN : THE FATHER OF ANARCH¬ 
ISM, Anthony Masters (Sidgwick 
^ Jackson, £5*95). 

AS ONE OP the most striking fig¬ 
ures in the ,history of anarchic, 
Bakunin has interest for al'niqst 
all anarchists; but there is 
little for us in this book. 
Anthony Masters began it in 1972 
and finished it in 1973; not 
surprisingly, it shows many 
marks of haste and few of under¬ 
standing. It follows much, the 
same pattern as the best-known 
English book on the subject, 

E. H. Carres Michael Bakunin 
( 1937 ), with the addition of 
aocie new material mainly taken 
from work recently done on the 
Herzen Archives In Paris by 
Michael Confino (collected in 
his new book Paught.t^r of a Rev¬ 
olutionary ) . Masters ignores 
— and is presumably ignorant 
of — tbe much larger amount of 


material in the Bakunin Archive 
in'Amsterdam 'and the work done 
on it over many years by Arthur 
Lehning. 

The book gives much the same 
old story, concentrating on 
Bakimin's personality, his sex¬ 
ual and financial difficulties, 
his travels to and fro, his 
friendships and quarrels, his 
actions and reactions* Masters 
refers to Bakunin throughout as 
^"Michael", and the book stays 
on that level. There is no ser¬ 
ious discussion of the one 
really important thing about 
Bakunin — his political activ¬ 
ity and the theory which, derived 
from it* Master"^s main source 
for Bakuninas own writings is 
Sam Dolgoff's recent anthology 
Bakunin on Anarchy * which he 
has read carelessly and iincrit- 
^ically* He shown no familiarity 
with the various editions in 
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French — either the Oeuvres 
produced by James Guillaume 
between 1895 and 1913 or the 
Archives produced by Arthur 
Lehning since 1961* He quite 
wrongly describes Bakunin as 
'^the father of anarchism'^ and 
then fails to explain just what 
Bakunin's crucial contribution 
to anarchist theory and prac¬ 
tice was; a final chapter on 
Bakuninism since Bakunin is an 
absurd travesty of the history 
of the anarchist movement dur¬ 
ing the past century. 

So there is no need for an¬ 
archists to waste time or money 
on this book. It is only to be 
hoped that the centenary of 
Bakuninas death in 1976 is 
marked by something better* In 
the meantime Anthony Masters is 
writing a biography of Alexander 
.Herzen.*.*

A contrived freedojti 
attendant with its politicianji 
priests and soldiers {and even 
a king in the background is no 
freedom at allj It is merely 
II charade for propaganda pur¬ 
poses, whether sponsored by 
,Turkey, Greece, America, Brit¬ 
ain, Russia. Jf.A.T.O., U.N.O,, 
the C.1*A. or the I.M.C.A, it 
is still a fake freedom. 

Only the Cypriots hai^e lost. 
All the others (save for the 
dead, maimed and imprisoned) 
will save their faces. What¬ 
ever freedom is given will be 
useless. If the Cypriot peo¬ 
ple would take freedom for 
themselves from the parasites 
infecting their land it would 
be a real freedom.
